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"the Forces he could make, to hinder our comiug to Arhlone , and therefore wiſhed us 
to make all the haſte thither we could : Preſently thereon, a Horſe-man of our for- 
lorn hope came back, and informed Sir Richard, That ſeven Colours of the enemies 
Forces were then marching towards us." Sir Richard then preſently commanded 
forth more of his Horſe to haſten to ſecond the fore-Troop ; which in that Intrim 
charged the enemy , who retreated to a Bog, where molt of themygnight have been 
2ut off, had not the care of the Safe-Condudt of the proviſions appointed for the re- 
lif of Arhlonc forbidden it. - That night we all came ſafe at 4thlone, wher. we 
all ſtayed the nextday following. . | | 

Wedneſday the 31, Sir Richard ſent all our Horſe and Foot to quarter at Kitk:nny* 
Welt, four miles thence, untill ſuch timeas 30o of the Lord Rannelangh's Regiment, 
and three hindred of Sir Michael Earnlyes Regiment could be drawn thither from 
their out-Garriſons, to march back with us.: And when our Horle approached nigh 
unto Kilkewny, they diſcovered that it was ſtrongly manned by Sir James Dillons 
Forces, Captain Thomas his Troop, and Colonel Farrel/s Regiment, of the County 
of Longford ; whereat Captain Vaughan , with ſome of our Horfe , fell into their 
Quarters, and killed a Captain, and ſome: other Officers, and alſo about 50 of their 
Souldiers, and took many of their Arms, and poſſelt their Quarters untill Saturday. 

_ Saturday the 4 of Febr: we all quartered at and-about a.place called, The Moat, at 
which.time the 600 of the Lord Rannclangs's ,-and Sir Michael Earnlyes Regiments 
were lodged with ours, where Captain Yaghan found 1n his Quarters an Engliſh. 
mans Wite, who told hit, that the generall report of the Countrey was, That 'the 
Itiſh-had gathered all the Forces they could get together, and were confident to com-- 
paſſe us in on every ſide, and to cut us all off, refolvingand _— not toleavea man 
of usalive : faying alſo, That if weſhould get the Victory , the h:art of their Wars 
would be broken, for that there was an ancient Propheſie much talked of among the 
Irifh, That that ſide which ſhould win the Battcll at Rarhconnel, ſhould be Conquer- 
ers -x the Kingdom 3; it being a-Tradition ſaperſtitiouſly hdld amongſt the Native 
Iriſh. | 

On Munday the 5-and 6, we marched towards 77m, mecting wich no oppoſiti- - 
7, but very foul weather and wayes, which greatly diſh:artned the Soul {izrs, and 
killed divers of them ; in which time we took ſeverall of the Countrey people, w.:0 
all confirmed the former reports of the enemies Forces, and intentions : Sir Richard 
Greenvill notwithſtanding faid, He was reſolved not to march a foot out of his way,

Tueſday the 7, proceeding in our March, we underſtood of divers Troops of Horſe 
and Foot that daily had followed our Rear, which then was guarded by a Troop of 
Horfe commanded by Lievtenant Hatcher, who charged certain Forces of the enemy 
which were advanced ſomewhat nigh him, and'then cut off! aboutitwenty of them. 
Afterwards, about + 1'of the clock the fame day, being come nigh Mol/ingar,we took 
a priſoner , who told tis 'that* the Triſh Forces poſt our Palſe of *Rathconnet, amile 
beforeus, being very. ſtrong in number of -men, and the prime Oificers ar.d Gentry of 
of-theCountrcey... Whereapon Sir- Richard haſtened the advance of his Forces to- 
wards the'forefyid Paſſe; and beingtomenigh'in view of it, ſaw the Paſſe to be ſome»

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either Horſe or Foot : Then did Sir Richard draw all his: Forces into Battell-Ordce 
Bbefote it, whith conſiſted of a forlorn hope of 50 Mukettiers, commanded by Liey- 
tenant Dikes ; and two Wings of ſixty ſhot more, commanded by two Enfignes (one 
of them a coward) the forlorn hope being ſeconded with. a Diviſion of , 200 Musket- 
ners, which was commanded by Sir John Sherl»cke , which was the Van-Cuard of 
our little Army ; whereof, the firtt Diviſion was led ty Captain Feracy , and Lievtc- 
nant Oliver ; and the ſecond Diviſion of it , ty Lievtenant 3riliams ; and allo tte + 
third Diviſion by Major Aorrs. The ret ef the Forces conſſted of three Diviſions 
of Pikes flanckt with ſhot, which were for the Battcll of the Army, each containing 
about.300 men ; whereof, the firft was led ty Captain Honywood ; the fecond by Mz- - 
jor Sir Abraham Shipmas ; the third by Sir Aicha'l Earnely : after which followed 
another Diviſion of 200 Muskettiers, commanded by Major Forre/cze; which was 
for th: Rear-Guard ; whoſe Rear was guarded by a forlorn hope of 50 Muskettiers,,. 
commanded ty Likewiſe thoſe Foot were flanckt with three Div;-- 
fons of Horſe; whereof.Captain Vaughan commanded the Van-Guard ; Lievtenant 
Rogers the Battell ; and Lievtenant Hatcher the Rear-Guard. Likewiſe bcfore-the 
Van-Guard of the Foot , marched the Lord Rannelargh , leading a Troop of . Volune - 
tiers. Likewiſe for the forlorn hope of the Rear,Captain Pare commanded 40 Dra. 
gooners, Which were alſo affiſted with 20 Firc-locks : which done, ſeeing not onely-- 
a ſtrong enemy of above 2000 Fcort , and ſix Horſe Troops before us , and others at+: 
leaſt 600 on our right hand, and 600 more of Longford men at a diſtance on our 1cft 
hand, upon the Boggs, not farre off, from which were haſtning up to ſecond ther, 
as it is faid, $00 of the Realics ; and then,unknown to us, there was waiting upon our 
Rear 500 more, which then rewly pofkſt-2efingar, atout half a mile tehinde us, to + 
hinder our Retreat. Then, for to begin the Play, the forlorn--tope of 50 Shot, ad- - 
vanced on right towards the Paſſe, and ſo likewifedid the left Wing of Skot, to flank
